T he “ Co rk Co nv ent.” 


A strik ing cu riosity 
near 
Cintra, 
P ortu g al, is an ancient conv ent bu ilt 
pa rtially in the Interior of an immense 
rock, say s Wide World. 
T he conv ent 
is s itu a te d in a v ery isolated spot, and 
w as form erly su rrou nded by a dense 
w ood of cork trees. 
T he conv ent la 
k now n a s the Conv ent de Corttca, or 
“Cork Conv ent,” for the reason tha t 
the m onk s’ cells, chapel, kitchen and 
refe ctory are all lined w ith cork to 
k eep ou t the damp. 
From 1560 to 
18 34 the conv ent was Inhabited by an 
ord e r of monks known as the Capu ­ 
chins, a remarkable featu re of their 
religion being that, ex cept on certain 
oecnsions silence was obligatory .
